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' MEMORANDUM TO* 



The United States is engaged la a major oonflict with the U.S*3*R. 
The U.8.S.R. i« employing all ®eans, short of open war, to achieve it* 
objectives* The United State* is not. 

Due to Russian effort* the United States is not obtaining full 
benefit from its very extensive contribution toward peace end world 
security. These, oontributions ere portly or wholly unknown to critical 
portion* of the world’s population. 


The existence of Communist partloa in almost every country givea 
the Soviet the advantage of being able to publish newspapers and 
periodicals, to conduct radio programs throughout the world, and other- 
wise disseminate propaganda. The State Department's Information 
Service is insufficient for the Uni tod States’ needs even if developed 
into a “white" propaganda service. Its objectives are too limited, 
and it is not in a position to coordinate related and supporting 
aotivities of other governmental agenoles. 


These aotivities in any event are only one facet of the problem. 
You will remember that the first point in Dr, Compton’s program for 
national security was a strong, healthy, eduoated population. You 
will also remember the Butohin Committee report on "Free Press." It 
concluded that our national Informational media— press, radio, series— 
oust be coordinated with national policy and an auxiliary to the 
achievement of national objectives. 

The conf lioting presentation* of world events present a confusing' 
picture. It is essential that our own people be abreast of the true 
situation in order that their feelings oan be reflected in legislative 
aotion with the least possible delay, 

I believe the grave crisis existing throughout ths world today 
requires immediate aotion. Failure to atop the U.S.S.R. by peaceful 
means now may result in Russian dominance or war. 


I reooamend that 


1, An interdepartmental board be established consisting of 
one member from each of the following* Rational Military Establish- 
ment, Department of State, Central Intelligence Agency, and Department 
of Cosaneroe, The mlsaion of the Board will be* 

a* To formulate and exeoute, direotly or through other 
government agenoles, programs based upon policy guidance of the 
Rational Seairity Counoil, which are psychologically designed to 
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fKfitnt. »orld-wld» nobi.T.m.rt of B. 3. notional obj.ctlr.., 

, * Xo coordinate informational and related psychological 

activities effecting the aohievement of tfcese objectives* 


2. One important function of the Board, bo designed to 
countoract the oubversive warfare of tho Soriota. I recommend that 
thia aotiTity bo org»ni*ed within tha Central Intelligence Agency 
raoaira ita dirootion in aaerat fro* tha interdepartmental Board. 

Tha Central intelligence Agen© y ia ohoaan fbr tha purpose aa it ia 
an agency of tho National Security Council and ia close to tha President* 
Xh* azpanditura of unvouchered fundi by thia agenoy will reoaire laaa 
poblio aorutiny than thcaa of any other agenoy. Other portion! of tha 
coordinated program will be handled within tha State Department,
